3. Formaldehyde- 1 per cent watery solution . 
4 . Phynyle solution in the proportion of the quart to 

ten gallons of water . 
5. Fumingation with sulphurous acid gas by burning 

1 lb , of sulphur for every 10 cubic feet and keeping 
the whole building tightly closed for at least 

twenty -four hours . 
( c ) Subsequently lime-washing or repainting shall be 
done as ordered by the Veterinary Assistant Surgeon . 

2 . Temporary Buildings 
( 1 ) Temporary buildings shall be demolished and burnt, 
or portions impossible to disinfect shall be demolished and 
burnt. 

(2) Wood work shall be flamed with blow lamp or
